Old Newspa per Tells

Oratorx ’, p arades and p 
i c n i c s 
m arked the first recorded M em or­ 
ial Day In the E ast Liv erp ool dis­ 
trict, just as today —8 2 y ears later. 
Files of the old Wellsv ille Local, 


la weekly , tell the story of the ob­ 
serv ances in Wellsv ille and Saline- 
v ille. No E ast Liv erp ool p 
a p 
e r 
has surv iv ed the y ears and the 
Wellsv ille p ap er does not refer to 
a celebration here. 
Ev en then, the national holiday 
in honor of Civ il W ar dead was 
referred to a s “decoration day ’’, 
although it was not cap italized as 
a p rop er nam e, which it later be­ 
cam e. 
But the celebrations were much 
the sam e, decoration of soldiers’ 
grav es, a p arade of v eterans—then 
Boy s in Blue to whom Bull Run 
w'as a bloody m em ory instead of a 
nam e in a historx ' book — oratory , 
buggy rides and p icnics. 
At Wellsv ille, the observ ance cen­ 
tered on decoration of soldiers’ 
grav es at Yellow Creek Cem etery 
and a sp eech full of flowery , rolling 
p hra.ses. Titled “The Battle of M al­ 
v ern Hill.” it was deliv ered by the 
Rev . J. Day Brownlee. 
The Local p ublished a column 
and ahalf of the m inister’s address, 
without com m enting on other p has­ 
es of the celebration. 
H ere’s a ty p ical ex tract from the 
talk: 
“ Shoulder to shoulder, heart to 
heart, with their ey es up on the foe 
and God and Liberty for their bat- 
tle-crx *. they went into the jaws of 
death.” 
It described a Union Army of 
50.000 in its stand on a sm all hill­ 
top against a force of Confeder­ 
ates th« m inister said num bered 
150,000. 
Salinev ille’s celebration was de­ 
scribed in a letter to D B M artin, 
editor of the Local, from a cor­ 
resp ondent who signed only the 
initial “T .” 
He wrote* 
“ Last Tuesday was observ ed as 
decoration day here The rem ain­ 
ing m em bers of Co. K Third O. V. I. 
‘Ohio Volunteer Infantry * were out 
in their uniform and they , with the 
Sabbath School, m arched to the 
grav es of the dep arted heroes and 
p aid them tribute and resp ect by 
strew ing their grav es with flowers. 
“ -After this, they retired to the 
grov e north of the cem etery , where 
there was a table sp read for thorn, 
to which they did justice. The Rev . 
Mr Terry m ade a short but good 
.sp eech and then they m arched to

Oratory', parades and p i c n i c s 
marked the first recorded Memor­ 
ial Day in the East Liverpool dis­ 
trict, just as today—82 years later. 
Files of the old Wellsville Local, 
a weekly, tell the story of the ob­ 
servances in Wellsville and Saline­ 
ville. No East Liverpool p a p e r 
has survived the years and the 
Wellsville paper does not refer to 
a celebration here. 
Even then, the national holiday 
in honor of Civil War dead was 
referred to as “decoration day’’, 
although it was not capitalized as 
a proper name, which it later be­ 
came. 
But the celebrations were much 
the same, decoration of soldiers’ 
graves, a parade of veterans—then 
Boys in Blue to whom Bull Run 
was a bloody memory instead of a 
name in a history' book — oratory, 
buggy rides and picnics. 
At Wellsville, the observance cen­ 
tered on decoration of soldiers’ 
graves at Yellow Creek Cemetery 
and a speech full of flowery, rolling 
phrases. Titled “The Battle of Mal­ 
vern Hill.” it was delivered by the 
Rev. J. Day Brownlee. 
The Local published a column 
and ahalf of the minister’s address, 
without commenting on other phas­ 
es of the celebration. 
Here’s a typical extract from the 
talk: 
“ Shoulder to shoulder, heart to 
heart, with their eyes upon the foe 
and God and Liberty for their bat­ 
tle-cry. they went into the jaws of 
death.” 
It described a Union Army of 
50.000 in its stand on a small hill­ 
top against a force of Confeder­ 
ates the minister said numbered 
150.000. 
Salineville’# celebration was de­ 
scribed in a letter to D. B Martin, 
editor of the Local, from a cor­ 
respondent who signed only the 
initial “T.” 
He wrote: 
“ Last Tuesday was observed as 
decoration day here. The remain­ 
ing members of Co. K Third O. V. I. 
(Ohio Volunteer Infantry) were out 
in their uniform and they, with the 
Sabbath School, marched to the 
graves of the departed heroes and 
paid them tribute and respect by 
strewing their graves with flowers. 
“ After this, they retired to the 
grove north of the cemetery, where 
there was a table spread for them. 
to which they did justice. The Rev. 
Mr. Terry made a short but good

Road Improvement 
In California Hollow 
Put On List For 1954 


Construction of a truck lane in 
the California Hollow section of 
Routes 7 and 30 is on the State 
Highway Department s project list 
for 1954. 
Samuel O. Linzell, state highway 
director, said Friday at Columbus 
the extra uphill lane for s l o w 
moving trucks is one of IO that 
will be built in scattered Ohio lo­ 
cations at a total cost of $14 mil­ 
lions. 
P’ive of the jobs will be complet­ 
ed this year at an estimated $700,- 
000, he said. 
The East Liverpool district pro­ 
ject is one of five scheduled for 
action next year at a cost of ap­ 
proximately $800,000. 
Jefferson and Harrison Counties 
also will get truck lanes, both on 
winding, hilly Route 22. The Jef­ 
ferson County project will be at 
Reeds Mills and the Harrison Coun­ 
ty job will be at East Cadiz, Lin­ 
zell said. 
Linzell’s announcement was a fol­ 
lowup on an announcement last 
March 4 in which L. F. Schaeublin. 
assistant director and chief engin­ 
eer, said the department would 
give “ thorough study” to the Cali­ 
fornia Hollow truck lane. 
He made the promise in a letter 
to 
the 
Chamber of Commerce, 
which had filed repeated requests 
for the w’ork both with the state 
office at Columbus and the Divi­ 
sion ll office at New Philadelphia. 
Linzell’s announcement did not 
give the length of the California 
Hollow project, but Schaeublin said 
in his letter it should extend “on 
at least the most critical locations” 
to the junction of Routes 7 and 30. 
a distance of about six miles. 
Truck lanes were suggested as 
the solution to congestion, particu­ 
larly in California Hollow, when 
Schaeublin came to East Liver­ 
pool last Nov. IO to discuss the 
highway problem at a dinner meet­ 
ing of the Chamber.

Among other things, the reor­ 
ganization plan would strengthen 
the power of the chairman of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff in controlling 
military personnel assigned to his 
staff. 
Eisenhower, 
in 
his 
letter ad­ 
dressed “ Dear Les,” said that un­ 
der the Constitution the President 
is commander in chief of the na­ 
tion’s defense forces and that Con­ 
gress exercises control over these 
forces through appropriations, leg­ 
islation and investigations. 
“ Our defense structure,” Eisen­ 
hower w’rote, 
“ is wholly domi­ 
nated—as indeed it should be—by 
civilian authority.” 
With this civilian authority in 
mind, the President said, “there 
appears to me to be no reasonable 
ground for concern that any mil­ 
itary person would be able to func­

Recalling that Eisenhower said 
admission of the 240.000 refugees 
is vitally im portant for U. S. as 
well as all the people of the free 
world, Mrs. Ahlgren said she hoped 
“ the world’s largest group of or­ 
ganized women will join together 
in holding up the hands of the 
President in this great hum anita­ 
rian ac t.”

AN IMPORTANT fundamental of 
American democracy is that of lo­ 
cal sovereignty or local home rule. 
We hold on to our township trus­ 
tees, county commissioners, village 
councils, etc., not wanting to turn 
local government over to the state.

The people 
of a school district wish to have

He disclosed 
the full story of Sovietized Chinese 
techniques which used our GIs as 
temporary propaganda fronts. 
I approached this ex-prisoner be­ 
cause he was one of

famous 94 captured GIs f r o m 
Camp No. 5 at Pyoktong on the 
Yalu River who signed a “peace” 
letter. Not too long 
after

“ petition” 
was 
mailed 
to

Francisco. Harry Bridges ran it 
in a two-page spread in the west 
coast longshoremen’s 
newspaper 
—The Dispatcher. I asked the ex- 
GI just how the letter originated. 
He reports that it was “gotten 
up” by Paul Schnur Jr., son of 
the chairman of 
the 
Rosenberg 
(atomic spies* defense committee 
in San E'rancisco and a veteran 
leader of the once Communist con­ 
trolled CIO council there (before 
it was purged by Phil Murray).

signed it voluntarily, the former 
POW told me. Then the Chinese 
propaganda division took over. 


THEY CALLED the boys in one 
by one. The captors told them they 
had better sign Schnur's letter if 
they ever “ wanted to go home 
and see their folks again.”

Something just doesn’t jibe. Just 
a few' weeks ago. for example, the 
State

told senators that “every shred” 
of evidence is being collected for 
possible use in war criminal trials 
against Communist leaders. 
They said that this was being 
gathered by the U.S. to be turned 
over to the State Department and 
then relayed to the United Na­ 
tions. 
That was on the afternoon of 
April 22. 
Yet on March 12. a high official 
of the Department of Army wrote 
to an Illinois congressman saying 
that no such data had been col­ 
lected. 
This means that the Army hadn’t 
a shred of evidence six weeks be­ 
fore State and Defense 
Depart­ 
ment officials testified—and 
two 
years after the atrocities had been 
committed on our GIs.

WASHINGTON, May 29 IB — I i i 
Farm product prices, which have 
been on a downgrade for two 
years, increased about % of one 
per cent between mid - April and 
mid-May, the Agriculture Depart­ 
ment reported today. 
Prices of beef cattle, which have 
dropped more than a third in a 
year, moved up slightly for the 
first time in many months. Prices 
of hogs, which a year ago were at 
discouragingly low levels from the 
producers’ standpoint, m a d e a 
sharp advance. 
Today’s price report, however, 
did not reflect rather sharp de­ 
clines in grain prices during the 
past IO days. Nevertheless, it was 
encouraging to top administration 
farm officials, for it offset in part 
some price losses that have oc­ 
curred since they took over in Jan­ 
uary.

ed to cost a total of $60,446 were

May 29 UPL- 
French Union forces have estab­ 
lished a 62-mile buffer zone north 
of the Mekong River in Laos to 
defend the kingdom’s key cities 
and the approaches to Thailand 
against another possible attempted

Vietminh.

French-Laotian troops, employ­ 
ing new tactics during the mon­ 
soon, are thrusting mobile columns 
deep into the jungles and moun­ 
tains daily to look for remnants!

stayed behind. Communiques re-, 
ported no contact today with the 
Vietminh in Laos. 
The defense zone has been es­ 
tablished by patrols sweeping out. 
from the royal Laotian residence 
town of Luang Prabang, Pak Sane 
to the south on Thailand’s border, 
Xiengkouang and the Plaine des 
Jarres. These patrols frequently 
join up with each other at strategic !
